Minority mebers of the committee, have

These 
will contain a number of reasons why the 
bill should not pass. The minority will 
oppose “congress abdicating its^ functions 
in favor of any commission Whatever;” 
utterly oppose ship bounties, believing the 
adoption of such a policy is the real aim 
of this bill; favor putting in force slil>stan 
tially the system of discriminating; ton­ 
nage and import duties which was en­ 
acted by an early congress of the United 
States and which resulted in the imme­ 
diate and permanent upbuilding of our 
mercliat marine. 


HOUSE. 


The house to day passed the Hepburn 
pure'food bill on a rising vote, 2001 to 68, 
its opopnonts beinlt unable to secure a roll 
call on the bill. An amendment insert­ 
ing tljc word, "willful” witli reference to 
persons who sfcll adulterated or misbrand­ 
ed good, and which would have com­ 
pelled the government to prove intent to 
violate the law by venders-Avas sticken 
out on a yea and nay vote in the hduse. 
«Several attempts were made to uniend 
the bill, but no material changes were 
made. 
The bill fixes the . standards ' of 
foods and drugs as to theirpurity,strength 
and character, and defines what s.ftall be 
considered adulterations or mlsbrapding 
of foods and drugs. It also prohibits in­ 
terstate commerce, importation' a lid ex­ 
portation of such misbranded or adul­ 
terated articles. 
It is proposed to en­ 
large the scope of the bureau of chemistry 
to include the bureau of foods and im­ 
pose upon it the duty of j -rforming all 
chemical work for other executive depart- 
inents. This bureau will be charged with 
the duty of inspecting food and drug 
products which belong to interstate, or 
forcing commerce. Thr secretary of agri­ 
culture is given authority to employ 
chemists, clerks, insepctors and laborers 
as may be necesary for enforcement of 
the act. 


One section provides penalties for in­ 
troduction of adulterated or misbranded 
foods or drugs and another requires the 
secretary of agriculture to prescribe rules 
and regulations to govern the director of 
the bureau of chemistry and food in 
examinations of articles required to be 
inspected under the law. 
Violations of 
law shall be reported by the secretary of 
agricultural to the proper district attor­ 
ney of the United States, who is to di­ 
rect and cause proceedings t<? prosecuted 
without delay. 


SENATE. 


Patterson to day completed and Platt

Platt took this pronouncement for'Nic­ 
aragua as the text for his remarks, paying 
it explained the mystery o f otherwise 
unexplainable opposition on the part of 
Democratic senators ' t o the Panama 
treaty.

Speak for and Against Bill Giv­ 
ing States Police Power Over 
“ Original Packages*9 of Liq­ 
uor Shipped into State. '■ 


Washington, Jan. 20.—The house com­ 
mittee on judiciary to day granted a hear­ 
ing on the Hepburn-Dolilver bill to give 
states power over “ofiginal packages” of 
liquor shipped into a state for use and 
also w’lll grant future hearings. 


Robert Crain, of Baltimore, general at­ 
torney of the United States Brewers’ as­ 
sociation, said the pending bill wras the 
most important presented to congress 
since the civil war, and asked ample 
time for its consideration. 


Mrs. Margaret Dye Ellis, legislative su 
perintendent of the W. C. T. II., pleaded 
for the passage^of the bill in behalf of 
the mothers of the country. She said she 
represented 300,000 women organized for 
temperance. She said that in many lo­ 
calities where liquor Is abolished by vote, 
the lack of jurisdiction by states made 
It impossible to abolish the traffic, which 
was eoiducted by the shipment of “ori­ 
ginal packages” from other states. 


C. J. Hexamer, of Philadelphia, presi­ 
dent of the National Geman-American 
allallancc , and organization he said hav­ 
ing f>00,00 members, scored the Prohibition 
movement. “The will of the people,” he 
said, “has been expressed in an pnxnistak- 
able manner on the question of Prohibi 
tion— a fallacy to which the Interest of 
commerce and law is now to be sacra- 
ficed.” 


Attorney Gustav J. oss, of New York, 
also representing the alliance, and Karl 
A; M. Scholtz, of Baltimore, also op­ 
posed the bill on the ground of federal 
interference with the liberties of the peo­ 
ple.

London, Jan. 20.—LLord Lansdown’s re­ 
ception at the foreing office to day was at 
tended by almost all ambassadors and 
ministers in London, including American, 
Japanese, German and French representa­ 
tives. 
At the end of|||se reception the 
Associated Press was Informed the situa­ 
tion looked more hopeful, ; but as the 
Russian reply apparently had not yet been 
drafted no definite statement could be 
safely made. The foreing office has rea 
son to believe, however, Risisa is will 
ing to concede practically all of Japan's 
demands, but that she caunot see her 
way to make a treaty with Japan recog 
nizlng in black and white .

Denver, Jan. 20.—Judge llallett of the 
United States district court to day, after 
consideration of the Sherman Parker ha­ 
beas corpuK ease against the military au­ 
thorities of Colorado announced his court 
had no purlsdiction in the matter. Par­ 
ker is a union miner of Cripple Creek, 
held in the military bull pen without a 
warant. Judge Hallett upholds the right 
of the state authorities to hold prisoners. 


“The governor as executive of the state” 
says Hallett, “is authorized and required 
to enforce the law, and if doing so he 
finds it necesasry to call out the militia 
and use the power of the state he should 
do so. 
The matter of how the state 
should enforce the law is not for the 
federal government to say. The jmpreme 
court of the nited States has decided that 
when authorities of states are engaged in 
the execution of the laws of the state 
the courts of the nited States have no 
authority to set them aside.” 


Concluding Hallett says: 
“The people 
of the state are to be congratulated on 
having a governor who wil enforce the 
law. 
The court will not interfere with 
him in the execution of his duties.’’

PEORIA’S FINANCES. 


Peoria, Jan. 20.—It costs in round figures 
a half million dollars to run the city of 
Peoria for twelve months. These figures 
are brought out as the result of the an­ 
nual report of W. G. Olwin. the city 
comptroller, which was submitted to the 
council at the regular meeting last night. 
Some Interesting statistics are contained 
in these columns of dull figures. When 
the books were balanced the first of the 
the year there, was a cash balance on 
hand of -$1,643.0^ as against 19,339.44 on 
tHe corerspotwlirig date of the year before. 
TJhe receipts of the city were $474,029. It 
required some mighty fine figuring to- 
wrard the end of the year to make both 
ends meet. The total expenditure, was 
$472,386.62. The heaviest income of tlie city 
is over $300,000 for taxes, but the license 
receipts were close to $120,000.

Governor Yates lias filed with Sec­ 
retary-«f Stale fiosc bi» official pro­ 
test against the «tate tax rate /or 
1903, which wan recently fixed at 
52 cents on the hundred dollar,s of* 
equalized valuation- of all classes of 
property in the state. 
The rate was 
fixed by a commission consisting of 
the governor, auditor of public nc- 
counts and state treasurer. 
Gover­ 
nor Yales contended for a 45 cent 
rate but the 
other 
commissioners 
voted together for the 52 cent rate. 


In his protest Governor Yates es­ 
timates the various funds of revenue 
that will be received by the state 
in the noxt year and, estimating the 
amount that will be required to meet 
all expenses of the state government 
for the same period, ho figures that 
a -15 cent rate would leave a working 
balance of two million dollars in the 
state treasury. 
This he believes is 
a 
sufficient 
amount 
to 
provide 
against any contingency that inhfr’ 
arise. 


T EX T OF (GOVERNOR'S PROTEST. 
Follow ing is the full text of the gov­ 
ernor's protest: : 


This is my form al and w ritten protest 
against the action of the auditor of public 
accounts and the sta te treasu rer in fixing 
on the 2:>th, ultim o, over and ag ain st my 
objections, the sta te tax to be levied and 
collected in 1!XM, for the year 1903, at 52 
cents upon each $100 of the equalized a s­ 
sessm ent for the year 1903. 


I object to this rate of 53 cents and now 
protest .against it, for the reason th a t 
belive th a t a levy of 45 cents on each 
$100 of the equalized assessm ent will pro­ 
duce an am ple revenue and leave a su r­ 
plus in the .state treasu ry , a t its low est 
ebb, of a t least $2,000,000. 


It is contended by the other officers, the 
treasu rer and auditor (who by act of the 
general assem bly, 
approved May, 
3903, 
w ere em powered, together w ith m yself, 
to fix this sta te 
rate) th a t 
revenues 
am ounting to $5.500,000 m ust be raised by 
taxation, 
through th is levy. 
(To 
be 
exact, they calculate th a t this 52 cent levy 
will raise th e sum of $5,290,S42.45). 


They have pointed out th a t the total 
am ount of appropriations for the two 
years, beginning Ju ly 1,1903, is $15,121,000. 
assum ing this to be correct, T am still of 
the opolnion th a t the am ount w hich will be 
needed for expenditure before Ju ly 1, 
1905 (the expiration of the two years cov­ 
ered by the appropriations) plus a rea­ 
sonable w orking balance, cannot in view 
of the cash in hand on Ju ly 1 last, and 
from the am ount to be received from m is­ 
cellaneous sources of revenue by Ju ly I, 
r.w>5, possibly exceed $1,500,000 per annum . 


ESTIM A TES T J I E R E C E IPT S. 


The cash on hand in th e sta te treasu ry 
on Ju ly 1, last, am ounted to $u,477,000- 
in round num bers, three and one-half mil- 
'lions. 
T here were received in the cal­ 
endar y ear lf«Xi0 from the Illinois C entral 
railroad and from other m iscellaneous 
sources of revenue, $2,24!!,000—in round 
num bers $2,250,000. 
As ttiese m iscellan­ 
eous receipts are constantly increasing 
from year to year, it is fair to assum e th a t 
in the two years we arc seeking to provide 
for. nam ely, the two years beginning July 
1 last and ending Ju n e 30, 1905. these m is­ 
cellaneous revenues will am ount to $2,500,- 
000 each year, of $5,000,000 in two years. 
(In my opinion, they wiU, in these two 
years, am oiint to live and one-half m il­ 
lions, as I stated in m y last m essage ap ­ 
proving under protest, the tax levy bill 
a t the tim e of its passage. 
H ow ever, I 
calculate them a t $5,000,000 in order to be 
on the safe side.) 


We thus have to m eet this $15,421,000 
in appropriations, a t least $8,477,000. leav­ 
ing only $7,000,000 to be provided for by 
levies of taxes, nam ely: This levy now to 
be collected in 1900, and th e one a year 
from now, to be collected in 1905. 


It is m anifest th a t in order to raise this 
$7,000,000, a levy 
of only $3,500,000 
per 
annum is necessary. 
It is equally m ani­ 
fest th a t a levy of $4,500,000 per annum 
would raise $9,000.000. nam ely, thé $7,000,- 
000 needed, the la tte r to be w orking bal­ 
ance or surplus. 


LA R G ER BALANCE NOT N EED ED . 
It is hard to understand how an y larger 
balance can be required by the needs of 
the state. 
In m y opinion th e ra te fixed 
over m y objections—the 52-cent rate—will 
raise, afte r all deductions and losses in 
collection,$5,300,000, 
and if 
this is 
re­ 
peated a year from now 
will raise $5,- 
300,000 m ore, or $10,600,000 in all, while 
only $7,000,000 is needed an d 
only 
$2,- 
000,000 should be raised for surplus. 
In 
other w ords, tw o levies of 52 cents each 
will raise $10,600,000, w hen in fa c t $9,000,- 
000 will raise th e $7,000,000 needed and a 
surplus of $2,000,000; th a t is to say, ¿h ere 
will be raised $1,600,000 m ore th an can be 
needed eith er fo r iiecessaries or for su r­ 
plus. In o th er words, the surplus w ill be 
thus raised to $3,000,000, or $1,C00,000 
too 
much. 


Now a s th e surplus is, of course, only 
to-be expended in case of em ergency, |u c h 
as a g re a t calam ity by fire, flood, fam ine, 
pestilence or w ar, involving- th e expense 
of a session of th e general asem bly and 
large im m ediate outlays fo r th e public 
safety or defense, It canont, it seem s to 
me, be argued to th e satisfactio n of any 
one th a t th is surplus be m ade larg er 
th an $2,000,000.

The Future o f Supply and De­ 
mand—President Andrew’s 
Views.

The most interesting feature of the 
National Live Stock convention at 
Portland, Ore., Jast week, was the 
address by Benjamin Andrews of the 
University of Nebraska, on “The Sup 
ply and D em an d . of Beef Cattle.” 
The Journal printed a portion of the 
address on the day of its delivery 
and gives the concluding thoughts 
herewith: 


To all these methods by which the 
man with the plow is slicing off the 
h erd ers domain we add the effect 
produced by afforestation and by the 
fuller^ settlement of 
tillage 
areas 
bordering upon arid lands. 


Wherever 
houses, 
hedges 
and 
fences are erected, ponds created mid 
filled and ‘crops raised, the effect'is 
felt miles away. 
Continuous sec­ 
tions that were dry are made less so 
and begin to blossom. 
Later they, 
too, are profitably farmed and in turn 
take up the missionary work, the ad­ 
vance posts of agriculture as it in­ 
vades the desert. 
This is what is 
m eant by us of Kansas, Nebraska 
and the Dakotas in- the proverb that 
the rainfall is 
moving 
westward. 
Afforestation in any tract will work 
similar miracles far and wide in the 
neighboring dry regions. 


Clearly public pasturage must in 
no very long' tim e cease to be an im­ 
portant factor in beef raising. 
1 
myself query whether the 
market 
price of beef is any longer deter­ 
mined b y the cost of cattle produc­ 
tion on the public domain; whether, 
in other words, the supply derivable 
from this source has not become so 
small as to lose all effect upon prices 
in the great eentere. 


The 
principle 
here 
involved is 
more famil'liar in other departments 
of industry. 
W hen Hawaii was an­ 
nexed, although its sugar product 
thus let in free of duty, was consid­ 
erable, the price of sugar in the Unit- 
d States did not fall. 
H ad Hawaii 
been able to supply our entire market 
prices ought certainly to have fallen 
by about the amount of .our raw 
sugar tariff. 


The fact that, in any commodity, 
small p art of our supply is produc­ 
ed very cheaply does not effect in the 
slightest the general selling price. 
To do this the cheaper supply must 
Hi amnio enough to meet the entire 
lemand. 


A few years ago, I take it, the 
Chicago price of beef cattle was fixed 
usually at least, by the free pasture' 
cost of production. Perhaps the con­ 
siderable rise of prices during 1892 
may be accounted for by the trade 
theli for the first 
time 
becoming 
aware that the feed cost of beef and 
not the free pasture cost must hence­ 
forth rule. 


The production of beef cattle is 
cut down by the spread of the dairy 
industry—still another cause whoso 
full scope is not yet in sight. 
All 
along east of the free pasture belt 
are .small herders, who a few years 
ago, were herders and nothing more, 
but are now to a considerable ex­ 
tent producers of butter fat. 
The 
great, m ajority to date, milk beef 
breeds, their main interest still being 
the production of beef stock. 
But 
this, I think, is rapidly changing, 
the dairy profit being found greater 
than the other. 
As this goes on 
many of them will buy Jersey instead 
of Hereford bulls and cease raising 
beef altogether. 


W e now turn to note circumstances 
tending to increase the production of 
beef, even supposing the demand to 
rem ain the same. 
One of these is 
the multiplication of first class beef 
creatures. 
A battle of the breeds is 
going on. 
One man thinks there is 
no beef ox like the Aberdeen A ngus; 
another argues fo r the 
H erefo rd ; 
while not a few still m aintain that on 
the whole the Shorthorn is the best

beef maker. All three of these noble 
types as well as a number of others 
fully worthy to be mentioned with 
them are advertised, their merits 
made knowm anti , the 
specimens 
purchased in great number* far out 
on the gronties, the Tesuli, being a 
vast increase in the production of 
beef over what would occur if the 
scrub stock of earlier years still fed 
in our pastures. 


There is equal progress in breed­ 
ing methods. H and bm*ding is more 
and more practiced. 
The difficulty 
of this in great herds is of course im 
mouse, but ways will be invented to 
make it possible, and greatly profit­ 
able as well through vast saving in 
place of tho present wholesale waste 
occurring in animal vitality at breed 
ing time. 


As some beef farmers are ekin 
out their profits by producing cream 
so ninny dairy farm ers are learning 
how they may advantageously raise, 
beeves “on the side,” so to speak. Or 
dinary milch cows, the very good 
unless so good that milch stock calves 
from them a re likely to be valuable 
are bred to beef males, the offspring 
not seldom developing beef carcases 
practically as perfect as if of pure 
Hereford blood. 


The spread of veterinary science 
and skill will 110 doubt in the course 
of a few years enable us to keep alive 
and fit for the m arket thousands of 
cattle now carried off by disease 


Improvement is perhaps even more 
telling in modes of feeding stock, 
a given am ount of food being made 
to do a greater way than formerly. 
I am not to give away secrets but 
may assure you th at the steer Clial 
longer, which won the beef sweepstake 
in Chicago recently, probably owed 
his victory to feeding more than 
blood, which you will appreciate 011 
being told that he was at least one- 
eighth Holstein, 110 doubt a eonsid 
erable handicap to him as a flesh 
maker. 


We began 
by 
considering 
the 
causes tending to lessen the beef pro- 
luetion, namely: the ruin of much 
free pasture, homesteading, favored 
by irrigation, by the 
creation 
of 
ionds, by afforestation by tliorou 
culture, and by tho fuller settlement 
of rainfall areas. 
We noticed also 
the great spread of the dairy indus­ 
try as another deterrent. 011 beef mak­ 
ing. 


If we now compare these cause; 
with those reviewed later, those name 
ly tending to produce beef produc­ 
tion, better breeds, better breedin 
veterinary science 'and feeding', we 
cannot, I think, help concluding that 
the forces representing beef produc­ 
tion greatly outweigh those promot­ 
ing this, so long as we sup 
pose the beef demand to remain about 
the same as now, the tendency of the 
beef supply, on 
this 
supposition, 
must be to diminish and 
that 
of 
prices to increase. 


In thus endeavoring to get at the 
net tendency of the beef supply we 
have, to conserve clearness, assumed 
the demand for beef to be constant 
or nearly so. We must now examine 
this 
assumption, 
considering 
the 
causes likely to effect the demand for 
beef. 
We shall here, as in the other 
instance, isolate the problem, tryin 
to see what demand is likely to be, 
supposing suplpy to remain the same 
as now, not falling off, as, in fact, it 
doubtless .will. 


We first study the causes tending 
to increase the demand for beef and 
afterward those tending the oppositc- 
way. 
, Population in those countries which 
draw their main supply of beef from 
the United States 
is 
incrasing by 
laps and bounds, with 110 likelihood 
of curtailment in the near future. 


Improvement 
is incessanty going 
011 in the quality of beef, m aking it 
more and more delightful and more 
and more suitable for food use. 
As 
atificial beefmaking more and more 
takes the place of pasture feeding the 
quality will improve still further. 


The rich as well as the poor are 
learning the 
exquisite deliciousness 
and the great food value residing in 
beef pieces of the cheaper sorts, such 
as shanks, shins and chucks. I 11 driv­ 
ing into us these invaluable lessons 
the ruling high prices of beef are a 
blessing ill disguise. 


These are forces tending to lessen 
the beef supply. 
Among those one 
naturally considers first the preval­ 
ence of vegetarianism. W hether this 
theory and practice of diet will in­ 
crease or diminish is probably for the 
most part m atter of individual opin­ 
ion. 
So fa r as I can judge vegetar­ 
ianism is not increasing. 


If thfs is true, the fact is perhaps 
due to the discovery of fallacies in 
vegetarian: reasoning. I t is urged 
against eating m eat that in so doing 
oho always devours a certain propor­ 
tion of broken down tissue in connec­ 
tion with the live tissue, as if the 
same thing did not occur iu eating 
vegetable’s. It is also held forth that 
if certain weight of n u t food is in 
nutritiveness the equivalent of that 
weight in beef it is as good as the 
beef for food, which does not follow, 
in as much as the nuts may require 
for digestion many more tim es the 
nerve force which the beef would call 
for. 


I t is my impression th a t these and 
sim ilar insights will keep vegetarian­ 
ism from becoming a t all general. 


I t m ay be feared th a t pork, m utton 
and other forms of flesh will take the 
place of beef. This is n o t likely, first, 
because they are never cheaper for 
any length of time, and, secondly, be­ 
cause for th e great m ajority of peo­ 
p le'th ey are less useful 
and 
less 
agreeable as food than beef is.

How little a street name serves to re­ 
call to posterity the celebrity of the 
present! Of the^group of streets just 
west of Broadway toward the old 
Greenwich district — I\Iercer, Wooster, 
Greene—how rarely does the pedestrian 
remember that they bear the names of 
generals famous in the war of the Rev­ 
olution! As for Sullivan street, a pos­ 
sible misapprehension may be corrected 
by the intimation that it was not named 
after an ancestor of “Big Florrie” or 
“Little Tim.”
